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A more  appropriate  vignette  could  not  be  found  at  Christmas  time  than  the  one  we 
have  illustrated  on  our  cover.  The  vignette  of  Santa  Clause  making  his  visit  as  the 
children  sleep,  is  as  timely  today  as  when  the  note  was  originally  issued  in  1855 
by  the  Second  Bank  of  Milwaukee 


The  Bank  of  Milwaukee  was  established  in  that  year  and  voluntarily  relinquished 
business  as  a state  bank  in  1965  when  it  became  the  National  Exchange  Bank  of 
Milwaukee.

WILL  U.S.  MIOT  SPONSCai  TV  PROGRAM  FOR  KIDS  IN  1992? 

American  children  may  be  able  to  gain  "Street  Cents",  if  a Canadian 
producer  is  successful  in  obtaining  a $500,000  sponsorship  from  the  United 
States  Mint. 

The  Canadian  Broadcast  Corp.  Television  program  has  had  2 successful 
seasons  encouraging  children  to  collect  coins,  and  now  producers  want  to 
make  that  same  type  of  programming  available  on  public  television  in  the 
United  States  by  the  fall  of  1992,  according  to  show  Executive  Producer  John 
Nowlan . 

Speaking  Aug.  14  by  telephone  fran  Nova  Scotia,  Nowlan  said;  "I  think 
the  potential  of  the  U.S.  is  exciting.  Once  we're  through  our  series  of  26 
(series)  in  March,  we  could  set  up  the  U.S.  version." 

He  said  about  80%  of  the  programs  would  be  of  interest  to  a U.S. 
audience  as  well  as  that  in  Canada,  leaving  about  20%  of  the  programs  for 
U.S. -based  audiences  to  be  developed.  The  Canadian  program  can  be  seen  in 
some  places  in  the  United  States  via  satellite. 

Nowlan  said  the  show,  which  won  3 U.S.  broadcasting  awards  for  the 
second  season  programs,  could  be  a dream  come  true  in  the  United  States  if 
he  can  get  the  U.S.  Mint  to  agree  to  be  the  sole  sponsor.  In  Canada  the 
major  sponsors  of  the  program  are  the  Canadian  bankers  and  the  Royal 
Canadian  Mint.  The  RCM,  which  Nowlan  say  underwrites  about  $100,000  for  the 
show,  has  assisted  Nowlan  in  opening  discussions  with  the  U.S.  Mint. 

"Street  Cents"  is  broadcast  without  conmercial  interruption.  It  is  a 
fast-moving  30  minutes  for  children  broadcast  at  prime  time  on  Saturday 
mornings  through  CBC  and  its  affiliates. 

Although  Nowlan  has  spoken  to  several  ccmnercial  networks  about  the 
programming  in  the  United  States,  he  said  he  believes  it  should  be  shown  on 
public  television  because  commercial  interruption  v;ould  disrupt  the  program. 

Public  Broadcast  system  is  eager  to  get  "Street  Cents"  into  its 
programming  for  the  fall  of  1992,  according  to  Nowlan.  At  press  time  he 
said  PBS  was  planning  to  show  the  program  during  "First  View"  in  Cleveland, 
Ohio,  a PBS  showing  of  programs  to  educators. 

"We  have  to  have  the  sizzle  as  well  as  the  steak,"  Nowlan  said. 
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RETffiMBERING  IHE  USS  ARIZONA 
PETEK  PHILLIPS  - WNWA 

Because  the  U.S.  Government  chose  NOT  to  canmemorate  the  50th  Anniversary  of 
the  attack  on  Pearl  Harbor,  the  Royal  Hawaiian  Mint  DID  chose  to  do  so,  with 
the  Official  issues  authorized  by  the  Pearl  Harbor  Survivors  Association. 
Due  to  our  utmost  dedication  to  historical  accuracy,  the  original  design  has 
been  changed  to  correct  details.  The  new  design  alters  the  helmet,  gun  and 
view  to  depict  the  actual  issue  and  scene  at  the  time  the  USS  Nevada 
returned  fire,  with  the  USS  Arizona  in  the  background.  VThile  the  proposed 
U.S.  Mint  commemorative  might  have  been  struck  in  the  nu.llions,  this 
Official  commemorative  is  a real  scarcity  in  the  malcing.  (The  original 
1,367  "errors"  will  be  available  after  December  7. 

I've  chosen  to  write  about  the  USS  Arizona. 


From  the  shores  of  Pearl  Harbor  . . . 
the  Commemorative  the  U.S.  Government  wouldn't  issue! 


The  Battleship  USS  Arizona  was  named  after  the  48th  state  to  join  the 
union,  and  it  was  the  third  ship  to  carry  that  name.  The  first  Arizona  was 
an  iron-hulled  side-wheel  steamer  built  in  1859.  During  the  Civil  War  the 
Confederates  pressed  her  into  service,  renaming  her  Caroline.  It  was  used 
as  a blockade  runner  until  union  forces  captured  her  in  October  1862.  On 
March  9,  1863,  the  Union  States  Navy  commissioned  her  the  Arizona,  with  a 
crew  of  91  officers  and  men.  Then,  on  February  27,  1865,  an  accidental  fire 
broke  out  destroying  her,  south  of  New  Orleans.  At  that  time  Arizona  was 
serving  as  a battleship  in  the  Mississippi. 


The  second  Arizona  was  the  renamed  cruiser  Neshaminy,  but  she  carried 
this  name  for  less  than  three  months  in  1869.  Then  on  August  10,  her  name 
was  changed  once  again,  this  time  to  the  Nevada.  But  she  was  never 
conpleted,  being  scrapped  in  1874.  Things  come  in  threes!  (Could  there  be 
an  omen  of  bad  things  to  come  for  the  third  Arizona?) 
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On  March  4,  1913  Congress  authorized  the  construction  of  the  third 
Arizona,  a Pennsylvania  class  battleship  which  would  have  a displacement  of 
over  30,000  tons  when  conpleted.  Construction  of  the  Arizona  started,  later 
that  year  at  the  Brooklyn  Navy  yard,  with  the  keel  being  laid  in  ceremonies 
on  March  16,  1914.  Officially  being  christened  the  USS  Arizona  on  June  19, 
1915,  by  Miss  Esther  Ross,  the  daughter  of  W.W.  Ross  (A  proninent  Pioneer 
family  of  Prescott,  Arizona). 

Captain  J.D.  McDonald  was  in  command,  the  Arizona  was  commissioned  on 
October  17,1916.  After  Commissioning,  she  joined  the  Atlantic  Fleet  but 
remained  at  the  Norfork,  Virginia  Navel  Base  during  World  War  I.  The 
Arizona's  duties  were  to  act  as  a gunnery  training  ship  and  to  patrol  the 
waters  off  the  East  Coast. 

In  December  of  1918,  the  Arizona  joined  the  fleet  that  escorted 
President  Woodrow  Wilson  to  Brest,  France  for  the  Paris  Peace  Conference. 
The  Arizona  on  August  21,  1921  joined  the  Pacific  Fleet  based  at  San  Pedro, 
California,  initially  serving  as  the  flagship  for  Battleship  Divisions  Two, 
Three  and  Four.  The  Arj.zona  also  conducted  operations  off  the  West  Coast. 
It  also  often  entered  the  Caribbean  Sea  to  participate  in  combined  fleet 
maneuvers  out  of  Guantanamo  Bay,  Cuba. 

The  Arizona  received  many  overhauls  in  her  years  of  service.  These 
overhauls  did  little  to  change  the  appearance  of  the  ship,  rather,  they  were 
intended  to  bring  the  Battleship  to  a war-readiness  condition.  With  her 
last  overhaul  at  the  Puget  Sound  Navy  Yard  in  June  of  1941,  the  Arizona  had 
accommodations  for  2,037  officers  and  men,  up  950  from  the  original  crew  of 
1087  when  it  first  commissioned  back  in  1916. 

The  Arizona  had  participated  in  fleet  maneuvers  in  1925  and  1928, 
serving  as  the  flagship  for  Battleship  Division  One.  The  Arizona  was  then 
transferred  to  her  new  base  at  Pearl  Harbor  in  April  of  1940.  The  Arizoiia 
returned  to  the  West  Coast  a number  of  times,  paying  ports  of  call  at  Long 
Beach  and  Los  Angeles  before  returning  to  Pearl  Harbor  on  July  8,  1941  to 
meet  her  ultimate  destiny. 

Although  the  USS  Arizona  (BB-39)  was  not  the  first  battleship  hit  by 
the  Japanese,  only  minutes  separated  the  strikes  against  her  and  the  other 
battleships.  Moored  in  board  of  the  repair  ship  vestal,  the  Arizona 
received  the  most  damage,  suffered  the  most  casualties  and  became  a total 
loss.  Being  berthed  on  the  in  board  side  did  not  offer  the  Arizona  much 
protection  with  her  bow  extending  about  100  feet  beyond  the  vestal.  A 
torpedo  passed  a stern  of  the  Vestal,  apparently  hitting  the  Arizona  (see 
note),  but  the  bomb  strikes  did  the  most  damage.  One  armor  piercing  banb 
penetrated  the  forecastle  exploding  in  one  of  the  ship's  forward  magazines. 
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The  resulting  fire  and  explosions 
wrecked  the  forward  part  of  the 
ship,  sending  flames  hundreds  of 
feet  into  the  air,  and  killed  many 
of  the  crew  including  Ccanmanding 
Officer,  Captain  Franklin  Van 
Valkenburgh . 

Other  bombs  struck  Arizona's 
superstructure,  one  apparently  going 
down  her  stack.  So  effective  and 
deadly  were  the  strikes  that  the 
Arizona  sank  in  about  nine  minutes, 
trapping  hundreds  of  men  below. 
Setting  on  the  Harbor  bottomc 
Arizona's  superstructure  remains 
above  the  surface  of  the  water  in  a 
mass  of  flames.  The  Arizona  lost 
over  seventy  percent  of  her  crew. 
1177  officers  and  men  were  killed  or 
missing.  Of  these  only  seventy- 
five  recovered  and  the  remaining  men 
are  still  entombed  in  the  sunken 
battleship. 

In  early  March  of  1950,  Admiral 
Arthur  Radford,  Ccmmander- in- 
chief of  the  Pacific  fleet,  ordered 
the  installation  of  a flag  staff  on 
the  protruding  base  of  the  Arizona's 
rear  mast.  He  also  ordered  the 
raising  and  lowering  of  the  flag  on 
a daily  basis,  which  is  still  done 
to  this  day  as  the  Arizona  remains  a 
commissioned  ship  of  the  United 
States  Navy. 

NOTE: 

Some  doubt  still  remains  as  to 
whether  or  not  the  Arizona  was 
struck  by  a torpedo.  A number  of 
Arizona's  survivors  and  the 
Commanding  Officer  of  the  Vestal 
attest  to  the  fact. 


However  divers  later  could  find  no 
evidence  of  a torpedo  hit  on  or  just 
below  the  ship's  armor  belt. 

As  you  can  see  all  three  of  the 
ships  to  be  named  USS  Arizona  were 
under  a black  cloud.

We  were  saddened  with  the  news 
that  Harvey  Binder,  66,  of  Beaver 
Dam,  died  October  25,  1991  at  his 
home.

When  the  Beaver  Dam  Club  failed, 
Harvey  continued  in  Numismatics, 
setting  up  bourses  at  flea  markets 
and  visitng  the  state-wide  shows, 
even  when  his  health  was  severly 
impaired. 

A strong  NOW  member  and 
supporter,  he  was  at  the  NOW 
convention  in  Oshkosh  this  spring, 
cheerful  and  smiling  --  a true 
hobby  gentleman.  He  will  be 
missed  by  many  of  his  friends. 

Marian  J.  Konicki 
Chester  Konicki  recently  passed 
away.  He  Joined  NOW  in  1963  (No. 
252)  and  was  an  early  member  of 
the  South  Shore  Coin  Club  and  a 
long-time  coin  collector  and  dealer 
in  the  Milwaukee  area.

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SILVER-OQATED  CARDS  REDUCE  HEALTH  CARE  PAPERWORK 

Washington,  D.C.  (November  25,  1991) — To  reduce  excessive 
administrative  costs  of  the  nation's  current  health  care  system.  Bush 
Administration  officials  now  are  calling  for  national  medical  information 
cards  — an  idea  already  in  place  in  Troy,  New  York  where  Veterans  at  7 
health  care  centers  will  carry  entire  medical  histories  on  silver-coated 
LaserCards . 

Manufactured  by  Drexler  Technology  Corporation,  LaserCards  are  the  size 
of  a standard  credit  card  and  contain  a silver-coated  optical  stripe  that 
can  record  the  equivalent  of  1,220  typed  pages.  Read  by  a laser,  the  card's 
2.86  megabytes  of  information  will  record  text,  numbers,  graphics,  voice  and 
x-ray  photographs. 

"Vfe  are  moving  toward  computerized  health  care  records  so  patients 
don't  have  to  remember  and  repeat  their  medical  history  as  they  move  from 
internist  to  specialist,"  said  Health  and  Human  Services  Secretary  Louis 
Sullivan  during  the  Forum  on  Health  Administrative  Costs  held  earlier  this 
month. 

"Doctors  and  hospitals  will  have  the  key  information  they  need  to  care 
for  a patient  when  and  where  they  need  it,"  he  said.  "Ultimately,  patients 
should  not  have  to  fill  out  insurance  forms." 

Using  LaserCards  reduces  admission  time  and  helps  to  more  effectively 
manage  billing  and  insurance  co-payments.  The  cards  also  lead  to  safer 
patient  care  since  records  are  stored  in  one  place  and  can  easily  be 
retrieved.  LaserCards  are  superior  to  magnetic  cards,  which  hold  only  one 
page  of  typed  information  and  are  easily  damaged  by  other  cards  with 
magnetic  strips. 

In  October,  the  Drexler  Corporation  shipped  20,000  LaserCards  to  Japan 
for  use  in  a new  health  program  aimed  at  offering  24-hour  health  care  to 
senior  citizens.  In  conjunction  with  Japan's  Ministry  of  Health, 
individuals  in  several  municipalities  will  be  issued  cards  to  record  their 
current  medical  condition  and  past  treatment  records .
